Congressman Dreier Looks 
Ahead to Future

Asked about his final 
thoughts on the impeach¬ 
ment hearings in Washing¬ 
ton, Congressman David 
Dreier’s thoughts are that 
he’s glad they’re final. 
“The whole thing was such 
a challenge for all of us, 
it’s really led me to try to 
just look ahead. I’m glad 
it’s behind us, and I want 
to focus on the work of the 
next two years,” he said 
yesterday. 

Congressman Dreier 
has four major general 
goals for the upcoming 
year. They are improving 
the quality of public edu¬ 
cation, reducing the tax 
burden for working fami¬ 
lies, protecting and 
strengthening Social Secu¬ 
rity, and rebuilding the 
nation’s defense capabili¬ 
ty- 

Local items of concern 
to Dreier include ground- 
water contamination and 
transportation issues. Fol¬ 
lowing the State of the 
Union address, things are 
just getting into full swing 
in Washington, with the 
various conunittees meet¬ 
ing. Congressman Dreier 


has introduced legislation 
on items such as capital 
gains tax reduction and 
campaign reform, and is 
working to formalize spe¬ 
cific approaches to meet 
the abovementioned gen¬ 
eral goals, some of which 
he shared. 

“I think the key to im¬ 
proving public education 
is increased competition 
and less federal interven¬ 
tion,” Dreier said. “We 
have the best post-second¬ 
ary education in the world, 
and we need to improve 
the lower levels. We can 
do that by enhancing local 
control. There are many 
ways in which districts can 
better themselves, but 
those types of decisions 
are best left to individual 
communities and board 
members, not in response 
to federal mandates.” 

With respect to the tax 
burden, Dreier noted that 
in the last quarter of 1998, 
the highest percentage of 
Gross National Product in 
history went to the nation¬ 
al government. “During 
World War II, that figure 
was 19.9%,” Dreier stated.

“In the Korean War, it was 
at 20.8%, during Viet 
Nam, it was at 20.9%, and 
now it’s up to 21.8%. Re¬ 
ducing that burden is the 
most important, most re¬ 
sponsible thing we can 
do,” he added. 

Improving the Social 
Security system is “not 
going to happen over¬ 
night,” Dreier cautioned. 
However, he added that he 
is getting good response on 
discussions on increasing 
choices for individual in¬ 
vestors in the system. “We 
have to protect those who 
are at or near retirement 
age. That’s very impor¬ 
tant,” Dreier said. “The 
choices that each investor 
must make, once again, are 


not decisions that the gov¬ 
ernment should be making 
for people.” 

There is an important 
difference in Dreier’s 
fourth focus as opposed to 
the other three; unlike ed¬ 
ucation, investing, and 
spending one’s own in¬ 
come, national defense is 
not something that can be 
handled on an individual 
level. “Since 1985, there 
has been a consistent re¬ 
duction in national de¬ 
fense,” Dreier noted. “This 
is a primary responsibility 
of the federal govern¬ 
ment.” Congressman Drei¬ 
er is a firm supporter of the 
ballistic missile defense 
system. “It’s an important 
system, to ensure that we 
can defend ourselves.” 

“I’m looking forward to 
getting back to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre to spend some time,” 
he added. “I was sorry to 
have had to miss the Citi¬ 
zen of the Year dinner. I 
was in Washington at the 
time. I’ll be stopping in 
and checking on my Sier¬ 
ra Madre neighbors soon, 
though!”

tossed around, the one thing 
that was unanimous was that 
there was quite a bit of poten¬ 
tial for a commission that could 
be just what Sierra Madre 
needs. 

Mayor Pro Tern Bart 
Doyle(pictured right), who has 
been discussing the possibility 
for years (which he has not 
been alone in) headed up the loosely-organized work¬ 
shop, which was a brainstorming session for possibili¬ 
ties, as well as a general effort for community support 
and feedback. There was no shortage of either. 

“What can we do to bring in plays?” Doyle asked, 
posing one of the ideas he has been kicking around. 
“What about a guide or directory, pulling together ex¬ 
isting arts group?” Doyle also brought up the possibili¬ 
ty of establishing a community foundation, something 
that has been discussed at past Council meetings. “I find 
it difficult to see the City donating a significant amount 
of money to an Arts program,” he observed. “Possibly 
some seed money in the beginning.” 

The City’s film coordinator, and a talented profession¬ 
al artist with two ACE Cable Awards to his name, AWest 
agreed with Doyle’s funding philosophy, and suggest¬ 
ed, “It should be sefl-sufficient. Whatever is put together 
should generate revenue.” 

AWest also reccommended a voluntary directory list¬ 
ing of residents who work within the arts field, from lathe 
operators to architects to silk screeners to musicians. 
Joylouise Harte’-Smith, however, offered that the ini-

About A Vine? 

With this year’s Wistaria Festival one short month 
away, many locals are busily planning their annual trek 
to “The Vine.” For those who have never been, this 
pilgrimage may seem perplexing. After all, what’s so 
special about this vine? The answer Plenty!! 

First, the Sierra Madre wistaria vine is thought by 
many who see it to be one of the most beautiful plants 
in the world. Not only is the scent overwhelming when 
the plant is in full bloom, but the blossoms themselves 
are a perfect lavender accented with white and yellow. 
Each blossom measures close to one foot in length and 
many are near to the ground for up-close viewing. 

Second, the vine is quite special in the way it unites 
our community. Wistaria fetes and festivals began 
bringing people together during World War I, and have 
been held on many occasions since. Today, communi¬ 
ty members give generously of their time preparing for 
the annual vine viewing, and most Sierra Madreans are 
around town the day of the festival. Some residents have 
come to think of the vine as the real “treasure” of Sierra 
Madre. 

Finally, it is hard to overlook the vine’s impressive 
size. It covers two residential properties and is respon¬ 
sible for an estimated one million blossoms each year. 
This qualifies it as one of the world’s largest flowering 
plants. Visitors to the vine find it difficult to believe that 
the wistaria vine we know and love today was a scrag- 
gly $.75 plant in a one-gallon pot when it was planted 
105 years ago. Little did Alice Brugman know when she 
selected this beauty that her legacy wouI£ be so great.

Senator Mountjoy Examines 

New Session

Things in Sacramento start out slowly. In early Jan¬ 
uary, the State Senate gets organized, and bills get in¬ 
troduced. Things don’t get hectic until March, when 
legislators can count on attending four or five hearings 
each day, and working day and night. That’s actually 
the kind of busy schedule Senator Dick Mountjoy pre¬ 
fers. ‘To be honest, I look forward to it,” Mountjoy says. 
“Now, we’re studying bills and meeting with interest 
groups, but I really enjoy the activity.” 

An item that has been a major concern of Senator 
Mountjoy’s is the elimination of methyl tertiary butyl 
ether from gasoline. Senator Mountjoy began campaign¬ 
ing for the compound’s removal on the grounds that it 
contaminated the water supply. “We took some hits on 
that one,” Mountjoy says. “We were just about alone at 
first, but now there are many politicians jumping on the 
bandwagon. We’ve finally been proven to be correct.” 

As evidence mounted, did Senator Mountjoy find it 
surprising that the battle has taken so long? “No, things 
take different speeds. It depends on the power of the 
issue,” he replies. “We were taking on the oil compa¬ 
nies, so there was a lot of money and a lot of legislative 
juice behind the opposition. It looks like MTBE is fi¬ 
nally on the way out,” he concluded. 

Mountjoy will continue to campaign to get rid of 
MTBE as quickly as possible, but the battle has appar¬ 
ently finally shifted from “whether or not to remove it” 
to “when to remove it,” which he is relieved about. He 
is attending a hearing in Diamond Bar today on that 
topic. “The companies are saying they need four years. 

I don’t believe it. We need to stop the contamination of

the water system right 
now,” Mountjoy said. 

Senator Mountjoy has 
quite a few plans for legis¬ 
lation in the new session. 
He would like to see in¬ 
vestment flexibility in the 
State’s workman’s com¬ 
pensation program, and he 
says that he has been ap¬ 
proached about making 
mobile home parks drug- 
free zones. 

With a governor who is a democrat, things change 
somewhat for the conservative Mountjoy, particularly 
in the area of tax breaks. “It’s awfully hard to accom¬ 
plish tax relief under democratic control,” Mountjoy 
notes. “Their philosophy seems to be, ‘If it moves, tax 
it; if it doesn’t move, tax it anyway.’ Instead, we’ll just 
have to block tax increase. One lobbyist said today, 
‘We’re totally on defense this year, just trying to hold 
our own’,” Mountjoy said. 

One exception may be the repeal of the car tax. 
‘There’s a group trying to get that one on the ballot. 
We’ll be talking with that group and supporting them,” 
Mountjoy said. 

Senator Mountjoy returns to the District every Thurs¬ 
day, and is a firm believer in staying in close contact with 
his constituents. “Whenever we get the opportunity to 
get out and around in town, we take it. I always keep in 
mind that I’m up here to represent the people who elected 
me,” Mountjoy added.

} One of my first acquaintances was a little boy by the 
{ name of Dan Ogle, who lived on a farm not far from a 
c little one-room schoolhouse called Rabbit College. It 
: was so called because it was a rather grubby little build- 
? ing and was surrounded by brush and weeds. Dan spent 

> his first year of school in Rabbit College and then his 
; parents moved to town, renting a house directly across 
■ the street from where I lived. At the age of seven we 
J became fast friends. In our childhood we shared our 
s hopes and our sorrows and the impossible dreams that 
: come with that age. But I never knew Dan really until 
: high school. By then he was a lanky teenager with a 
• razor-sharp mind, a great sense of humor and a tenden- 

> cy to daydream. 

; Once our English teacher. Miss Hyatt, saw Dan gaz- 

: ing out the window and she said, “Dan, why did John 
Milton write Paradise Lost ?” It took Dan a little while 
^ to come in from outer space and then, in a matter of fact 
voice he said, “He must have gotten married.” Miss 
Hyatt, her face twitching, said, “You may leave the 
room.” Dan graduated from Keithsburg High School in 
1919. After two years of indecision, he decided to be¬ 
come a doctor. 

Dan went to Medical School, graduated with honors, 
and immediately joined the Air arm of the U.S. Army. 
He paid me a visit in 1931, in Pasadena. He was then 
married, had a small daughter, and was firmly settled in 
his career as a doctor in the Military. I didn’t see Dan 
for almost 40 years. In 1969, the class of 1919 had its 
Fiftieth Anniversary in the old hometown. It was a bit¬ 
tersweet moment; now we were past middle age with old 
age on the horizon. What had become of all those years? 
Father time wins all foot races. 

Dan was easily the most dominant figure in the group. 
He had just retired as Surgeon General of the U. S. Air 
Force. Twenty years later Dan made a surprise visit to 
Sierra Madre one rainy afternoon. We laughed and 
talked like we did when we were crazy kids doing cra¬ 
zy things in that wonderful little village on the banks of 
Ole Man River. All too soon it was time to say good¬ 
bye and utter those inevitable words, “We must do this 
again real sodi.” But it was not to be. A year later, Dan 
stumbled and fell outside his apartment in Florida. Not 
thinking he was severely injured, he refused to go to a 
lospital. Foqr days later he was gone. Now he sleeps 
with the honored dead in Arlington National Cemetery, 
and rightly so. He brought honor to himself and to his 
lometown, to his profession and last, but not least, to 
us country. Personally and professionally he was a man 
of uncommon stature. Not bad for a little boy who start- 
■ed his education in a one-room schoolhouse called Rab- 
Ibit College.

Could there have been a 
misinterpretation of the 
Resoiution? 

Dear Editor: 

If you look at the Resolution (97-04) that you referred 
to in your last editorial, the purpose of item #4 is to re¬ 
strict new construction and landscape. In the first sen¬ 
tence of item #4, it requires that no new work hides the 
house and the second sentence is simply stating the pur¬ 
pose of the first sentence - so the public can continue to 
see the historic property. I believe there has been a mis¬ 
interpretation of the Resolution. 

Those property owners who seek Mills Act Contracts 
are typically new owners of historic properties. There¬ 
fore, Mills Act homeowners often pay more taxes to the 
City than the prior property owner. Using our house as 
an example, the former owner benefited from Prop. 13 
and paid $302.(X) a year in taxes. We pay more than 3 
times the taxes of the previous owner even though we 
have a Mills Act contract. Our taxes are reduced by 38% 
or $670.(X) per year. Of that, 22% or about $150.00 
would have gone to the City. This represents a small 
commitment of the City to support local historic prop¬ 
erties and their owners. In addition to the obvious ben¬ 
efit of saving and restoring historic buildings, property 
owners such as us have used many Sierra Madre con¬ 
tractors to work on their properties. Local stone masons, 
carpenters, electricians, plumbers, and cabinetmakers 
benefit. The money re-circulates to create jobs and so 
helps the local economy. 

Our House 

We were placed on the Mills Act list in 1995 before 
the passage of resolution 97-04. We were not granted a 
Mills Act because our house is visible from the street. 
We were also on the Council’s consent calendar. There 
was no discussion on the item, nor has there ever been 
on any contract that I can remember prior to the Duvalls. 
With the Mills Act, we are contractually obligated to 
make itemized improvements or, at any time, the City 
can back out of the agreement. Our deed was amended 
to show that we have a Mills Act. It took the County 
Tax Assessor’s office over two years to complete the 
paper work, taking effect in April 1998. 


Our house was a ‘tear down’ when we purchased it. 
We have used many financing strategies to buy and re¬ 
build it. Since no bank would lend on the house, given 
its condition, the previous owners carried a loan for two 
years. We later received a Federal loan - a 203k - for 6 
months to finance major repairs (This program creates 
financing to improve dilapidated housing stock around 
the country and carries a higher interest rate than a stan¬ 
dard home loan.). These improvements brought the 
house up to a level that some commercial banks would 
lend on. 

Still, banks that would carry the loan were limited 
because the building is outside the norm - a former gen¬ 
eral store and little hotel. Neither of the local branches 
of Sanwa Bank or Bank of America would undertake the 
process of a loan application. Ironically, Sanwa Bank 
in Sierra Madre has an Alfred Dewey painting of our 
house hanging in the bank! 

A contingency of our purchase was the approval by 
the Planning Commission for the adaptive reuse of the 
historic structure - letting this odd, old structure in a sin¬ 
gle family neighborhood legally have a second unit (R- 
1 CUP). This provided us with rental income, which we 
have put back into the house for the past five years. 

With our historic designation, we have been limited 
in making changes to the exterior of our house. This has 
meant that we have been to the Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission three times for minor improvements to the ex¬ 
terior. It has been an informative process during which 
we learned a lot about our house from the commission¬ 
ers. It has always been a pleasant experience. The Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commission is very helpful and hard 
working. 

This has been an enormous commitment of time, en¬ 
ergy and finances in the restoration of our property. 
However, we have enjoyed doing it and many people 
have thanked us for improving the first impression of the 
lower Canyon. Many people stop by to tell us stories 
about the old store or the canyon pool and thank us for 
saving the building. 

The point of all of this is to say that it is not easy to 
own an historic building. Owners and restorers of his¬ 
toric buildings have a respect and love of history. They 
are willing to take risks and spend large amounts of time 
and money. The Mills Act is a small means for the city 
to lend support in this effort and participate in the pres¬ 
ervation and restoration of historic buildings within the 
city.

Living on a rather isolated Ranger Station is a far cry 
from urban life. In this case, we were 53 miles from the 
nearest town of any size, Yreka. Locals as well as tour¬ 
ists just naturally gravitated to the Station whenever any 
problems arose: family disputes, cabin fires, sickness 
or the other trials and tribulations of life, urban or oth¬ 
erwise. It was and still is, a life-style little known to the 
general public, though a beacon of hope in times of 
emergency. So it was at Seiad on the Klamath River, 
deep inside the Klamath National Forest during our ten¬ 
ure in the late forties and early fifties. Many of the gen¬ 
eral public considered the Rangers “A” house as public 
property and would just walk through the front door 
without bothering to ring the door bell. Though we sel¬ 
dom kept the front door locked, even when away for 
prolonged periods of time, we sometimes forgot while 
in residence and had the misfortune and inconvenience 
of such intrusions. 

Sometime during the summer of 1950, we had the 
experience of a young couple ringing the doorbell early 
one evening. When I answered the summons, I was 
informed by the man that his wife had some sort of an¬ 
imal attached to a very sensitive part of her anatomy. 
Being newly weds from New York, they had decided to 
spend some of their honeymoon camping in the wild, 
wild west, had flown to San Francisco, rented a car and 
^ven north to the Klamath River and down the river to 
the Rocky Bar Campground where they spent the night. 
With this information, I knew immediately just what the 
problem would be, as that particular area was notorious 
for it’s infestation of wood ticks. These blood sucking 
creatures, as you may know, tend to attach themselves, 
in the case of people, under tight fitting clothing such 
as belts or straps. And in this case of the reluctant bride, 
beneath the elastic of her bra, as I was soon to learn. 

Inviting them into our home after assuring the new 
husband that I might be able to render some assistance 
from long experience with ticks, the wife immediately 
attached herself to my wife, Virginia, for whatever wom¬ 
anly help and encouragement Virginia might be able to

Thank you to Coun- 
cilmember Kris Miller 
Fisher for some lengthy 
Mills Act feedback. Bar¬ 
ring unforeseen space con¬ 
straints, her letter should 
appear in its entirety some¬ 
where in this newspaper. 
In reference to that letter, I 
wanted to make a couple 
of points: 

First of all, I did include 
the opening sentence of 
Section 4 in last week’s 
article, and did point out 
that it was intended (appar¬ 
ently) to only apply to new 
construction. 

Secondly, I did not in¬ 
tend to imply that her 
house we selected on the 
basis of how well it met the 
selection criteria that were 
not yet in place. The selec¬ 
tion criteria were drawn up 
on the basis of a general 
feeling as to what was im¬ 
portant about selecting a 
Mills Act home. Prior to 
their formal passage in the 
form of a resolution, the 
Council was voting on 
Mills Acts, so there must 
have been some criteria 
that those Councilmem- 
bers used, at least in their 
own minds. For example, 
most civilized people 
would agree that murder is 
wrong whether it’s illegal 
or not. It becomes illegal 
because people already 
know it’s wrong. It’s not 
arbitrarily illegal. 

Similarly, whether Sec¬ 
tion 4 is supposed to apply 
only to new development 
or not, its inclusion mere¬ 
ly states plainly what I 
would suspect ‘feels’ right 
to most people, i.e. the 
public is paying for this 
benefit, so the public 


should get to enjoy it. One 
could argue that Section 4 
implies that there should 
already be a view corridor 
for the property to be se¬ 
lected. It seems a bit silly 
to say you can’t block a 
view corridor, but it’s fine 
to approve a home that 
doesn’t even have a view 
corridor in the first place, 
but that’s neither here nor 
there. That it was selected 
as a consent calendar item 
without discussion means 
that I don’t really know 
why, exactly, it was select¬ 
ed, but my suspicion is that 
the fact that it is in clear 
public view was in the 
backs of the minds of the 
Councilmembers at the 
time, and that fact was 
probably one of many fac¬ 
tors that made it seem like 
a perfect candidate for a 
Mills Act - it was some¬ 
thing the entire communi¬ 
ty could enjoy. There 
were, of course, other fac¬ 
tors, but that sure didn’t 
hurt. This concept was lat¬ 
er codified as Article 4 of 
the selection criteria. 

The Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Commission unani¬ 
mously passed a motion 
approving to recommend 
the least expensive of three 
skateboard parks present¬ 
ed at last night’s meeting. 
Pursuant to input received 
at a community forum, 
plans for a $50,(XX) park, a 
$75,000 park, and a 
$100,(X)0 park were pre¬ 
sented. Each of the options 
was roughly the same size 
(some 6,0()0 square feet) 
with the cost difference 
coming from additional 
features and extra concrete 
that would need to be laid 


to provide those features. 

Part of the benefit of the 
least expensive choice is 
the opportunity to add fea¬ 
tures to the design months 
or years down the road, if 
deemed desirable. “We’re 
hoping that City staff can 
investigate and present to 
the City Council the possi¬ 
bility of adding onto the 
selection,” said Chairper¬ 
son Susan Snyder.

Q: I have very good water pressure, but at the same time, I am frequently 
having to fix leaky toilets, faucets, etc. around my home. Are these condi¬ 
tions related? 

H. M., Covina 

A: It depends on what you mean by “very good water pressure”. The plumbing code does 
not allow for water pressure in excess of 80 PSI inside of a residence, but Cities often supply 
their distribution mains with water pressure in excess of 80 PSL Unfortunately, it is the 
responsibility of the Homeowner to have installed a pressure reducing valve (regulator). 
Excess wetter pressure can definitely cause leaks in faucets, toilet valves, ice machine tubing, 
etc.: sometimes catastrophically. I recommend you have your water ptessme tested to see 
if you need a pressure reducing valve. Most Plumbing Companies will test your water

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Race Turnaround Point 
Once Popular Resort Site 
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By Phyllis Chapman 
Orchard Camp, halfway 
up Mt. Wilson Trail, at an 
elevation of 2880 feet, is 
the turnaround point on the 
race course for the Annu¬ 
al Mt. Wilson Trail Race. 
This year, the 33rd Annu¬ 
al Race is set for Saturday, 
May 29. Little evidence 
remains today that at one 
time Orchard Camp was a 
full blown, popular moun¬ 
tain resort. 

The area is a shady glen 
with Little Santa Anita 
stream running along side. 
The camp had a lodge, 
spacious dance pavilion, 
croquet court, guest cab¬ 
ins, fully equipped house¬ 
keeping tents, etc. A few 
years ago, before he died, 

I met Charlie Hagberg 
who played the piano in 
Orchard Camp’s band. He 
helped out in other ways, 
too, such as bringing 
‘Tommy” the camp’s big 
mule down to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s Safeway Market to 
pick up supplies. Charlie 
also met his wife, Jean, at 
the camp. Before they 
both died, they had cele¬ 
brated over 60 years of 
marriage. 

Hagberg loved the 
mountains and began hik¬ 
ing in the early 1920’s. On 
weekends he would bicy¬ 
cle out from Los Angeles, 
leave his bike at the foot of 
the trail (it was a safer 
world then) and hike up 
the trail. When he began 
working, he would catch 
the Annandale Car after 
work to the Old Colorado 
Street Bridge. He’d walk 
across the bridge to save 
.25. On the other side he 
would board the local car 
to Sierra Madre. Since ( 
workers had to work part 
of Saturday, they would be 
late starting up the trail, 
and often there were sever- ( 
al hundred of them. These 1 


' hikers were prepared with 
I candles in coffee cans to 
> light the way when dark- 
! ness would fall. 

Orchard Camp really 
has an orchard. The site 
was first used by Benjamin 
D. Wilson when he built 
the trail in 1864 for a con¬ 
struction camp with a half¬ 
way house. He then aban¬ 
doned the area. George 
Islip at one time took over 
the halfway house, really 
just a shack, for a home. 
Islip planted the fruit trees, 
many are still there and en¬ 
joyed by the deer. These 
fruit trees gave Orchard 
Camp its name. 

Hagberg remembers 
stopping at Lizzie’s Trail 
Inn for candy bars. He 
said Lizzie was a short 
woman who was famous 
all over the valley for her 
delicious dinners and for 
the “sauce” she made 
available during prohibi¬ 
tion. It was a very popular 
place, said Hagberg for 
some of the Valley’s im¬ 
portant people to come and 
dine and imbibe illegal li¬ 
quor. 

Orchard Camp as a re¬ 
sort began in the late 
I890’s with its greatest 
popularity from 1914 to 
1924 which was then the 
height of the hiking era. 
Later with the popularity 
of the automobile, interest 
in hiking began to fall off. 
This caused a downturn 
for business at the camp. 

To help the then owner of 
the camp, Phil Hartman, it 
was decided to re-^tivate 
the Trail Race which 
hadn’t been run for sever¬ 
al years. The original race 
course, first run in 1908, 
was to the top of Mt. Wil¬ 
son, a really tough trek. 
They would shorten the 
course and have it run just 
from Kersting Ct. to the 


camp. This they did in 
1929,1930 and 1931. The 
races proved successful in 
helping business pick up 
for a time, anyway. 

These races were co¬ 
sponsored by the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce said Hagberg and 
open to both sexes from 8 
to 80. Contestants were 
classed in age groups as 
they are today. This was 
the first time women were 
officially involved in the 
race and Jean Hagberg was 
one of the runners and a 
winner. Sanction was by 
the Amateur Athletic 
Union (AAU) with timing 
by Southern Pacific Rail¬ 
road. In those days rail¬ 
road men had the certified 
watches. Some of the 
names from Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s past who ran were 
Marino' Osti,'Sellwyn 
Meyers, Ross Tyree and 
Henry Greger. Henry’s 
widow, “Snooky” Greger 
has been helping at the 
present races. She is a 
member of the Woman’s 
Club who comes to work 
each year at the Trail Race. 
The winner in the March 


22, 1930 race was August 
Alquist, age 27, with a 
time of 38 minutes, 37 and 
a half seconds.

Historians have recently discovered 
that Gutzon Borglum, the sculptor who 
carved the “Presidents’ Faces” on Mt. 
Rushmore, South Dakota, began his 
world-famous career in Los Angeles. 
He and his equally talented brother, So¬ 
lon, emigrated from Nebraska in 1883, 
and lived in various areas, including Si¬ 
erra Madre and Orange County. 

They will be presented in an illustrat¬ 
ed program by Phil and Marian Kovin- 
ick at a Huntington Westerners luncheon 
meeting, Saturday, February 20, at the 
Peppermill Restaurant. 

Both Borglum brothers have been 
recognized as “Sculptors of the West,” 
and their art work is exhibited in Europe, 
as well as America. 

Gutzon Borglum was catapulted to 
fame at the age of 20 when in 1887 Jess¬ 
ie Benton Fremont, then a resident of 
Los Angeles, commissioned him to 
paint a portrait of General John Charles 
Fremont. The portrait, first exhibited in 
a Los Angeles gallery, not only won na¬ 
tional acclaim, but Jessie’s continued 
support. She gave him letters of intro¬ 
duction to such prominent citizens as 
Theodore Roosevelt, then a New York 
politic commissioner, who Gutzon lat¬ 
er supported for President and sculpted 
at Mt. Rushmore. 

One of Solon Borglum’s major works 
is “Lassoing Wild Horses,” on exhibit at 
the Cowboy Hall of Fame, also the head¬ 


quarters of Westerners International, 
Oklahoma City. His love of horses, In¬ 
dians, and wide-open spaces, also 
pamed him the title of “Sculptor of the 
Prairies.” 

The Kov^icks will present slides il¬ 
lustrating the lives of the Borglum broth¬ 
ers, as well as their artwork. The histo¬ 
rians, both scholars at the Huntington 
Library, are w'ell known for their recent

tial focus should be on per¬ 
forming and creative arts. 

The formation of a new 
city commission, accord¬ 
ing to City Administrator 
John Davidson, stems 
from the development of a 
new ordinance that pro¬ 
vides for that commission. 
The ordinance would out¬ 
line the group’s powers, 
duties, and responsibili¬ 
ties. If passed, the City 
would hold interviews and 
select commissioners, who 
would then follow specif¬ 
ic guidelines and be sub¬ 
ject to the Brown Act. 

Davidson added that he 
had contacted a number of 
cities in California that 
have arts commissoins. 
Brea’s commission was 
formed by a group work¬ 
ing off of a selection of 
model ordinances, a proce¬ 
dure that most present 
agreed Sierra Madre 
would be wise to follow. 

Doctor Paul Nieby sug¬ 
gested that to some extent, 
the commission have flex¬ 
ibility to define its own 
role. Other suggestions in¬ 
cluded a mentoring pro¬ 
gram, and down the road, 
a scholarship program for 
young aspiring artists in 
Sierra Madre. 

“I think if we get 
enough ideas out there, 
one or two of them will 
probably take off,” Doyle 
noted. Those in attendance 
at the workshop agreed 
with Davidson’s assess¬ 
ment that community art is 
a part of community iden¬ 
tification, and in many cit¬ 
ies that have that type of 
identity, the commissions 
play a key role, acting in 
partnership with business¬ 
es and schools.

You can teach business students in the classroom, but 
the best way for anyone to learn about the subject is to 
be thrust into the middle of an enterprise, making the 
buying, pricing, and marketing decisions, with actual 
dollars and cents to motivate them. As faculty advisor 
to a new student store, Deborah Sarkisian agrees with 
that philosophy. Her employees, however, aren’t gradu¬ 
ate students at Azusa Pacific University; they’re the el¬ 
ementary school students at Highland Oaks School.

That assessment was correct as far as 
it goes, but the truth is, they learned more than ‘some¬ 
thing’. They learned a lot. A whole lot. They’ve also 
made a whole lot of money. 

“A lot of people are amazed. We’re doing very, very 
well. We’ve made over $5,000,” said Andrew 
Macintosh, Student Council President, fifth grader at 
Highland Oaks, and Student Store worker. “It’s very fun.

Police Dog 
Marco to 
Retire

A special Arcadia Police Department retirement din- 
ner will be planned in the upcoming weeks, for Marco, 
who is leaving the department after eight long years. No, 
not Officer Marco. Just Marco. “Eight years?” you ask. 
Well, Marco is a rather unique case. He is Arcadia’s 
police canine division. Not part of the division; the en¬ 
tire division. Marco is the City’s only police dog, and 
he has been on the job 40 hours aw«ek for the past ei^Hr 
years. “That’s like 56 years for the rest of us,” said Po¬ 
lice Chief Ronnie Gamer. “He’s really earned a good 
rest.” 

Captain Dave Hinig calls Marco “an exceptionally 
fine service dog.” Captain Hinig notes that medical prob¬ 
lems due to his advanced age have precluded Marco 
from full service recently, and the tmsty companion of 
officer Randy Adams will enjoy a relaxing retirement. 

The City Council’s approval of $9,500 to replace 
Marco ensures that Marco will get his much needed rest. 
That $9,5(X) goes not only to the purchase of new dog, 
but also to its training. 

“We’ll receive bids from some well-known kennels 
that have police dogs, and we’ll pick the most applicable 
to our needs,” said Captain Hinig. “We’ll also have to 
select a handler, and the handler and dog will be trained 
together.” 

Police dogs from the kennels come with some train¬ 
ing already in place, but it’s impoitant to supplement that 
training with additional training specific to Arcadia, and 
also to jointly train with the handler, for bonding pur¬ 
poses. 

Marco’s replacement will train from four to six weeks 
on both search and narcotics, for a combined compre¬ 
hensive two to three month training program. 

For narcotics detection, police dogs can be invaluable, 
as Marco has been. While human officers are limited in 
their ability to conduct searches, the police dogs’ pow¬ 
erful noses (some 1,(XX) times more poweifiil than hu¬ 
mans’) have been found to constitute probablt; cause for 
a search, or to obtain a warrant. Their reaction to drugs 
tips off officers to narcotics that would have otherwise 
gone undetected, either because human officers could 
not smell nor see the narcotics, nor obtain a search war¬ 
rant.

It is in the search capacity that the police canine is 
invaluable, however. Again, their noses make it possible 
for them to search out suspects who have fled with great 
efficiency, and also with increased safety. While a hu¬ 
man officer has to systematically search an area with¬ 
out knowing when danger is around the next comer, the 
canine officer knows when danger is close, and knows 
just how close it is. 

“Marco’s presence has been a key component of of¬ 
ficer safety,” Captain Hinig said. “Especially under the 
current three-strikes law, suspects who may be up for a 
minor crime are more prone to high degrees of violence 
to police officers. We have many suspects who are re¬ 
peat offenders, so a minor incident could mean a life 
sentence. More often than before, suspects facing those 
circumstances are likely to turn to violence to avoid 
apprehension.” 

Following the purchase and training of a replacement 
for Marco, he will be the guest of honor at an upcoming 
Arcadia Police Department retirement dinner. The Si¬

and it’s educational.” 

The extent to which the students have come up with 
their own ideas and implemented them has stunned their 
adult counterparts, Sarkisian included. ‘They come up 
with their own marketing ideas, and the use them. If they 
buy something that doesn’t sell, they reduce the price and 
discontinue the item. I thought that some of the concepts 
might be a little over their heads, but they have a real 
grip on things.” 

The first lesson, says Andrew, is finding out what you 
can sell and what you can’t. Currently, there are two hot 
sellers: “There are these squishy little things that go on 
your key chain. Those are selling like crazy,” he reports. 
“Also, mechanical pencils are a really big hit.” An idea 
that didn’t work as well was the stocking of roller skate 
keychains that were “kind of cheap.” While his fellow 
students thought they looked cool, their repeating break¬ 
ing caused the hot item to go ice cold quickly. “It looked 
■ike a good idea, but it didn’t work out,” Andrew says. 

The school is currently staffed by student council 
members, but possibilities for next year include open¬ 
ing the store up to a club and allowing other students to 
volunteer to staff it. The store is currently open just one 
day every other week and at special events, but an ex¬ 
pansion of hours is also possible for this year. When the 
store is closed, or when an item is out of stock, students 
wishing to make purchases can fill out an order form. 
Student employees receive the shipment when the prod¬ 
ucts come in, check it against a packing slip, fill orders, 
and deliver them to classrooms. ‘They just do it all,” 
Sarkisian says. 

At the beginning of the year, the store focused on 
Highland Oaks shirts and other clothing items. Now, in 
an effort to diversify, they have branched into pencils, 
eraser, pencil grips, backpacks, and of course, squishy 
little things that go on your key chain. 

“At the end of the year, the Student Council will de¬ 
termine how to disburse the store’s proceeds,” adds PTA 
President Lori Phillipi. “A donation will be made to the 
school as well as to a community charity that the chil¬ 
dren have chosen. Students have already earmarked 
funds for specific school projects, and made a donation 
to Arcadia’s White Christmas. 

The students may be getting a little too good at mar¬ 
keting for Sarkisian’s taste. She paused our interview 
yesterday, saying to a student, “You’re buying another 
one of those?”
